Sincere  prayer  will  give  a per- 
son the  life  guidance  he  needs 
and  enable  him  to  hear  the  voice 
of  God,  Elder  Marion  G.  Rom- 
ney of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
told  devotional  listeners  Wednes- 
day.
